provide a product, in moot cases a translated table of contests, wh i c h

Referring to Arsy plans for the utilisation of the linguistic 
capabilities of aliens who have enlisted, under the provisions of the 
"lodge Act/ Me* Sauer noted, that these capabilities are for the most 
part is tli® languages of the USSR and Seat European countries* Approach 
sately 100 of these enlistees are caupefeeat in a min^rmim of three 
languages ^ he said* and a number have acquired acadeciic degrees* 

'She personnel are cvarreatly stationed in various Army establishments and
